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Ample provision is made lor the 
displays of live stock at the World's 
Fair by a well located site 
ted on the highest point of the 
grounds aud adjoining one ot the 
mam entrances. The floor space 
of all the Exposition palaces covere 
less than 12<> acres, while the ae» 
eral live stock shows will occupy 
about 200 acrts, or 60 acres more 
than all the balance of the World's 
Fair exhibits under roof. Trie ex- 
tent and value of the live stock 
.how ol the exposition la only par- 
tially understood by a very limited 
mbei of students of animal hus 
bandry. Some idea mav be gained 
from a brief summary of the pro- 
sions made for buildings. 

Live Stock Forum. 
The largest building on I 
bas been designated the Livestock 
>m, which is "to accommodate 
the court by which the eotnparaii 
merits of the various competitive 
exhibits of live stock are to be 
judged, and the awards announced 
:o tee public in attendance. " 

The live stock forum ia located 
•hort distance west of University 
Boulevard and wilh an adjoining 
station for the inrramural road, 
t he ground plan is- elliptical and 
encloses an area of 250x500 feet, 
isi^the largest amphitheater ever 
provided tor displays of live stock. 
Only that portion of the arena given 
over to seats is roofed over, and the 
ring will De covered with sawdust 
or tanbark. 

This is the only structure pro- 
iked lor the live stock department 
that can be given any notable de- 
gree of architectural effect com- 
por ing with exposition construc- 
The building is given pro- 
d elevation effect by the use 
of upright columns in ihe exterior 
all construction. 

The lorum is very substantially 

constructed and provided with 
ight tiers of raised amphitheater 
eats encircling the arena. The 
rena is surrounded with a aix- 
foot promedadeoc a level with the 
ground floor. A substantial parti- 
tion or fence separates the arena 
from the lower promenade. The 
pper promenade is within one foot 
of the upper tier of seats of the am- 
phitheater and twelue feet in width. 
Two main entrances to the forum 
re provided for vjsitors, one lo- 
ated at the center if the east side 
and one at the center of the north 
nd of the forum. There are twelve 
nuor entrances (or visitors, 
uitable stairs Irom the lower to 
he upper promenade, on each side 
f the four main entrances and on 
ne side of the twelve minor en- 
rances. 

The outside of the forum is en 
closed and the amphitheatre seats 
are amply prot;cted. Provision it 
made for both day and evening ex 
hibitiocs. 

The Stock Barns. 

The barns provided for tb« 
World's Fair exhibits of live stock 
are mainly 200 feel long by 46 feet 
wide, and provided for 3000 stalls 5 
feet wide and 10 feet deep, and 350 
box stalls 10 x M feet, five at each 
end of and on opposite sides 
each barn. They are well venti- 
lated, with good day lighting by 
windows, and electric lights by 
night. 

Water is supplied by hydrants 
inside of and at each end of the 
barns; also by hydrant with water- 
ing trough, on a washing platform 
with grade and with sewerage fa- 
cilities for carrying waste water, 
away from the platform. 

The stalls have stationary hay 
mangers full width of the stall and 
36 inches high for horses, and are 
provided with loose feed boxes, 18 x 
l 2 inches and six inches deep for 
grain. In eacb box stall are loose 
feed boxes for each end of the mang- 
er. The box stalls are constructed 
with open work in front from four 
eit abjve the ground, forconven- 
nce for seeing the animals within, 
ach open stall is provided with a 
lifting front door 4 feet high, for use 
rduring the show of swine and sheep. 
The dirt floors of the barns are to 
be maintained smooth, rooted, and 
covered with not less than three in- 
ches of saw dust or tan bark.

As our readers probably know, 
e recent Kentucky State Legis- 
tuie passed a law for uniformity 
of school books throughout the 
State Under this law tbe country 
schools and all graded schools 
without exception are required to 
use the same books. Those coun- 
ties having county adoptions now 
force, will not be required tochange 
to the State adoption books until 
their county adoptions have ex- 
pired, but all counties whose coun 
ty adoption* have expired, and ail 
city and graded schools in the 
State, will be obliged to use the 
books at once 

Under date of July 5th, the Stale 
Superintendent, Hon. James H. 
iqua. Sr., writes that an inepec- 
n of the returns from the County 
School Book Commissions through- 
the State show that the books 
offered by the American Book Com* 
paoy are the ones selected accord- 
ing to law for State adoption for 
five years. We printed on July 12 
a list of these books together with 
the rrtail prices. It will be seen by 
examination of these prices that the 
expense of books is so greatly 
lessened that the people of tbe 
State are to be congratulated upon 
g at last secured that which 
tbe legislature has been endeavor- 
og for several years to accomplish. 
The reduction in expense will be 
fully one-third over tbe expense of 
school bi»oks under the old order of 
things.

POOR MEDICAL GRADUATES. 

Tier* Are So Many in Germany Their 
Average Earnings Are 
Very Small. 

Medical schools in the United 
States are giving sheepskins to 
Thousands of graduates every 
year, and the standard of educa- 
tion in the treatment of the sick 
is now well maintained in most 
quarters of the union, Bays the 
New York Tribune. In Germany 
the practitioners of the a rt of heal- 
ing are increasing in numbers al- 
most as rapidly as in this country, 
and statistics show that in cer- 
tain part s of Continental Europe 
there is one doctor to every 800 
inhabitants. 

Of these physicians it is believ ed 
that more than 40 per cent, have 
incomes of less than 1750 a year, 
and there are said to be thousands 
whose average earnings .do not 
reach |500. Disciples of Hippo- 
crates are far too numerous when 
their practice brings in less than 
$10 a week.
